Higher Cost of Annuities 
Government annuities are going to 


cost more in future, {t would seem. 
The Senate committee whicb bas 
been inquiring into them, claims to 


have proved that they are being sold 
at substantially less than cost, An- 
nuities sell for a sum which is based 
on two main factors; the normal ‘ex- 
pectancy of life’ of the person obtain- 
ing the annuity; and the earning pow 
er of money, The expectancy of life, 
because of medical advances and 
other things, has been rising; and the 
{investment yield of money has been 
falling. Private annuity companies, 
and the state annuity scheme in the 
United Kingdom, have ratsed their 
rates two or three times since — the 
beginning of the century. But the 
Canadian annuities are still being 
sold on mortality tables prepared 
from the experience in Great Britain 
between 1863 and 1893. 

The government annuities were de- 
liberately made as cheap as possible 
in order to encourage persons of mod- 


est income to provide for their old)
